THE new U. S. twin-screw cruiser Cincinnati will 
have two masts instead of three masts, reducing the 
sail speed originally designed for her.

ial trip at Wilmington, Del,, on April 21, made an 
average of over 20 miles per hour loaded with 600 
tons dead weight. The time over the measured mule 
was 2 minutes, 59 seconds. 

Tux Pilot Chart of .the North Atlantic Ocean for 
April 30, published at the U.S. Hydrographic Office, 
contains, among other things, information about 
the Gulf stream, the use of oil in heavy seas, an in- 
teresting bottie paper, cable steamer, storms in the 
North Atlantic, ice reports, weather reports, 

A DESPATCH from Portsmouth, Va., May 3, states 
that the United States training ship Monongahela 
left Hampton Roads for the Norfolk Navy-vyard on 
that morning 1n tow of the new tug Wahneta, and 
that the engines of the new tug worked verv badly, 
and when off Norfolk stopped entirely. Efforts to 
start the machinery were unavailing and tugs had 
to be employed to complete the journey. 

We have another story from Detroit of the suc- 
cessful trial of the Baker submarine boat on April 
29 with five persons on board. The only entrance to 
the vessel is through the conning tower on the top. 
When this is hermetically sealed the boat contains 
1,509 cubic feet of air. The point on which Mr. Baker 
claims superiority isin the shape of the shell and 
the arrangemenc of the propelling wheels, which 
are one foot below the centre line. The boat is 
raised and lowered by deflecting these wheels, and 
an even keel is preserved. Mr. Baker will now pro- 
ceed to experiment in the much deeper water of De- 
troit River. 

In stating, in a recent number of the JouRNAL, the 
conclusions of the Attorney-Goeneral of the United 
States in the case of Chief Eagr. Greene, U. 8. N., 
we said: ** The applicant expressed a willingnes: to 
undergo the examination. In faet, this was one of 
the essential features that. he-was, contending for. 
With reference to this, Chief Knogr. Greene writes 
us as follows: “ My claim was that Sec. 1480, R. S., 
or Sec. 10, Act of March 3, 1870, which requires the 
issue of commissions, provides also that the commis- 
sions shall be issued to the officers aceording to sen- 
iority, aud repeals all. acts requiring examinations, 
as they are of anterior date.” 

ACCORDING to the Steamship, a new submarine 
boat has been invented by a Portuguese engineer, 
Don Fontes Pereira de Mello. Power is furnished 
by a motor working from accumulators, which 
drive a pair of screws aad give a speed of 6 knots, 
maintainable for 14 hours. The boat is submerged 
by introducing water ballast into reservoirs and. by 
horizontal propellers. Communication is kept up 
with the outer air by means of a long hose, which 
admits of 40 cubic metres of air per hour, and al- 
lows of the free respiration of natural air. The 
dome is furnished with an optical tube 16%¢ ft. long 
and alightly over 4 inches in diameter, witnia which 
a set of mirrors reflact.the image of the object to be 
observed and magnify-it before it meets the eye of 
the observer. 

Tue Army and Navy Gazette says: “‘ The Italians 
have for some time possessed several small, torpedo 
cruisers (of about 740..tons),as the 7'r Monte- 
bello and Goito, with triple screws, but they seem to 
have abandoned the idea of applying. the principle 
to larger craft. The French, however, more bold, 
have brought to a state’ nearing comptfetion the 
triple screw cruiser Dupuy de Lome, 6,207 tons, 
which is expected to be ready for commissioning in 
July, though she may be delayed somewhat looger 
pending the arrival of her guos. So important are 
ber triale—doubtiess in view of the constraction on 
a like priaciple ef the Massénwthat they have 
been hastened forward, aod are just now begianiag,

THE BERING SEA FLEET. 


Tue Secretary of the Navy has issued instructions 
to the naval and revenue marine vessels assigned to 
enforce the modus probibiting sealing in the Bering 
sea. The vessels assigned for this service are the 
Yorktown, Mohican, Adams and Ranger; the rev- 
enue cutters, Corwin, Bear and Rush, and Fish 
Commission steamer Albatross. They are all to be 
at Sitka, Alaska, by May 15, where they will coal 
preparatory to entering Beriog sea during the early 
part of June. In a letter addressed to Com- 
mander R. D. Evans, U. S. Navy, commanding 
United States Naval force in Bering sea, the Secre- 
tary of the Navy says: “In pursuance of the con- 
vention betweea the United States and Great 
Britain, entry of notice and warning will be made 
upon the register of all vessels notified. Any vessel 
found to be orto have been employed in sealing 
within the probibited waters of Bering eea whether 
with or without warning, and any vessel found 
therein, whether warned or not, having on board 
implements for taking seal, or seal skins, or bodies 
of seals, will be seized. The commanding officer of 
the vessel making the seizure will at the time there- 
ofdrawup a declaration in writing, stating the 
condition of the seized vessel, place and date of 
seizure, giving latitude and longitude and circum- 
stances showing guilt. The seized vessel will be 
brought or sent in charge of a sufficient force to in- 
sure delivery, together with witnesses and proofs 
and the declaration of the officer making the 
seizure, if American, to Sitka, and there de- 
livered to the officer of the United States 
District Court at that place, and if British, to 
Cnalaska and there delivered to the senior British 
naval officer in Bering sea. The master of the seized 
vessel, her mate or boatswain and such portion of 
ber crew a8 can convenientiy be carried therein 
will be sent as prisoners with the vessel to suffer 
the penalty of the law. Asigned and certified list 
of the papers of the seized vessel will be delivered 
to the master therof, and a duplicate copy will be 
transmitted with the declaration.”’

Tus ship lies about 2% milesin the open sea from 
the coast of the islana upon which is erected the 
fine hotel Coronada. Although itis said that there 
is plenty of water on the bar for the ship to go in- 
side and anchor ip the harbor, there is no disposition 
to do so, and the chances are that the Baltimore will 
lie where she 1s until either blown ashore, or has to 
put to sea upon the approach of bad weather. The 
people of San Diego are very anxious to see the ship, 
and cavnot understand why the San Franeisco and 
Charleston, drawing almost the same water as the 
Baltemore, can goin and out, while the Baltimore 
persists in remaining outside. The ship was ordered 
to stop en route here, at San Francisco, to enable 
the people to visit the ship, but the restrictions were 
such that few availed themselves of the opportunity 
after the first day, and, in consequence, the San 
Francisco papers have been pitching into us in no 
complimentary terms.

The’ San Diegan of April 18 devotes half a column 
to sarcastic remarks upon Capt. Whitehead, of the 
Baltimore, because he refused to accept the services 
of a much-knowing pilot upon entering the harbor.

AMERICAN JINGOISM. 

Ws all hope to live in peace and harmony with 
our good neighbors of Great Britain until the end 
of time, but it is not altogether necessary to lie 
awake nights in fearful anticipation of what might 
happen in case we should havea falling out con- 
cerning the Bering Sea fisheries or some other mat- 
ter. One secret of General Grant’s success as a sol- 
dier was his ability to free his mind entirely from 
any undue alarm asto what might be going on 
across the picket line in front ofhim. He reasoned 
that the conditions which might lessen his efficiency 
were operative there, no less than within his own 
lines, and he did not allow himself to be restrained 
from decisive action at the right moment by fear 
of possible consequences. 

Discussing the ‘“‘Bering Sea Controversy,” in the 
North American for May, Benj. F. Butler declares 
his “opinion and most firm belief that a war be- 
tween this country and Great Britain is impossible, 
because England could not be well provoked by any- 
thing that our sense of justice, our honor as a na- 
tion, and the high position we hold, would permit 
us to do, or allow to be done, towards any nation,” 
He shows that ‘Great Britain is not a warlike peo- 
ple.” Oertainly no more warlike than the Ameri- 
cans, we might add, and the population of this 
country is nearly double that of the British Island, 
as shown by the last census. Concerning Canada as 
a military power we have this bit of testimony from 
the United Service Gazette: ‘Great surprise is felt 
at the tenor of Gen. Herbert’s first annual report 
on the militia in Oanada. That reforms were re- 
quired was very generally believed, but no one on 
this side was prepared for such startiing disclo- 
sures. Of organization there seems to be practically 
none, and the material, more particularly that pro- 
vided by the Imperial Government, seems to be in- 
effective to a degree almost beyond belief. The an- 
nouncement that the Oanadian Government is elab- 
orating a scheme of defence is received with great 
satisfaction.” 

From the Admiralty and Horse Guard Gazette 
comes this lament: ‘‘We pay enormous sums for in- 
ventions, which foreigners are allowed to copy with- 
out let or hindrance; we open our ordnance facto- 
ries and our royal dockyards to the agents of other 
powers; we permit our most accomplished officers, 
trained at the public expense, to accept service with 
firms manufacturing for Continental nations; an 
elaborate espionage system is earried on without 
check in our very midst, and then we wonder why 
we are not in advance of these powers in naval and 
military matters.” 

We give elsewhere some medical criticisms upon 
the character of the British recruit. There is even 
question as to the efficiency of the British Navy, 
and the task imposed upon it of guarding against 
possible enemies on the other side of the Atlantic 
is quite sufficient, without engaging it in any attempt 
to enforce unjust exactions against the United 
States. As General Butler says: ‘‘ The Marquis of 
Salisbury seems to have faith in bonds in settling 
difficulties between England and this country. Be 
itso. England has given this country bonds in 
untold millions that she will keep the peace and be 
of good behavior. The first gun fired in the Bering 
Sea by one of her war vessels against one of our 
war vessels would be war, as much as the first gun 
fired at Fort Sumter or as the Battle of Gettys- 
burg. War abrogates all treaties of amity and com- 
merce. War permits the confiscation of all prop- 
erty of one belligerent found on the shores or with- 
in the jurisdiction of the other. Every debt, de- 
mand, certificate of stock, due from an American 
would be at once forfeited and confiscated. Every 
rood of our land owned by English syndicates or 
subjects would be lost to her. It wou'd seem as if 
we could find the means to carry on the war by sel- 
ling her property in open market, and using 
the preceeds; and when we hear the shells from 
her fleet, if we should do so, breaking the plate 
glass in Broadway, we should be comfortably re- 
membering that a great deal of it belongs to Eng- 
lish people.” 

All of this, and much more appearing in the 
North American article from which we quote, is 
apropos to the folly of permitting the action of 
Congress concerning our National rights in the

We do not 
always have the pleasure of agreeing with General 
Butler, but what he says in the North American is 
sound and sensible. 








OaptT. CLINTON B. Sears, Eng. Corps, U.S. A., 
who is one of the officers of the New York Com- 
mandery, M. O. Loyal Legion, introduced an ex- 
cellent innovation at the last meeting of the Com- 
mandery, held at Delmonico’s on Wednesday even- 
ing last. When the companions had seated them- 
selves at the table Capt. Sears marched down the 
aisle, bearing a garrison flag, and at the word of 
command from the presiding officer, Gen. Wager 
Swayne, U. S. A., the companions arose and 
saluted the flag. The practice is an excellent one, 
and should be adopted by other Oommanderies of the 
Order, by Grand Army Posts and by all other or 
ganizations representing patriotic service and loyal 
devotion to the country. Let the Sons, and even 
the Daughters, of the Revolution take the hint and 
unite in‘common reverence for the emblem of our 
national sovereignty. Around it gather hallowed 
memories of heroic service, extending through our 
whole history, from the day when it floated in 
triumph over the captured Bon Homme Richard 


until now—

THE assignment of Gen. Wheaton to the com- 
mand of the Department of Texas upon the retire- 
ment of Gen. Stanley was something of a surprise 
as it was generally supposed that he would be given 
the Department of Columbia. In fact, his assign- 
ment to the vacant command was at first deter- 
mined upon, but upon reflection the authorities 
concluded that he would prefer not to be identified 
with the Department in which he had his troubles 
some years ago. The Department of Columbia is 
now left open for the new Brigadier General, vice 
Stanley. There is some talk of going back to the 
old division system. Should this be determined 
upon a general rearrangement of commands would 
be likely to ensue when the next appointment is 
made. Gen. Schofield, it is said, would much pre- 
fer the old organization. 








ANOTHER large military post is assured. The 
bill authorizing the acceptance of one thousand 
acres of land near Helena, Montana, and appropri- 
ating ope hundred thousand dollars to begin the 
construction of buildings thereon for a military 
post has passed both Houses, and only needs the 
signature of the President to become a law. This 
is the second large post authorized this session, the 
other being Little Rock. There is als> a proba- 
bility of two posts being authorized on the northern 
froutier. An amendment for this purpose has been 
proposed to the Sundry Civil bill, and having the 
unanimous support of the Senate Military Commit- 
tee will doubtless pass the Senate if not the Hoase. 








“Goprrey W. HAMBLETON, Physician, President, 
Physical Development Society,” bas written an 
open letter to Lieut.-General Sir Evelyn Wood, in 
which he declares that prevantable diseaee in the 
British Army “causes a financial loss of at least half 
a million per annum, and very materially adds to 
the number of the recruits that are required.”’ Only 
a small proportion of the men are of good physique 
and a large proportion havea range of movement 
of a little over three inches, and their vital capacity 
is in the majority of cases below Hutchinson’s stan- 
dard of health. The ration is insufficient, and the 
cooking leaves mach to be desired. Restriction in 
the development of the chest is directly produced 
by the tightness of the clothing and the restraint of 
the straps when the men arein full marching order. 
The serge, or kersey, as a rule, restrains the expan- 
sion of the chest from 244 to 54¢ inches, and when 
that restraint is removed the breathing capaeity 
generally increases from 20 to 70 cubic inches or 
more. There are no means of drying the men’s 


clothing when they get wet. The men are impro- 
perly distributed in barracks so as to crowd some 
rooms and leave others empty, and the quarters are 
insufficiently ventilated. The rooms are very close 
about 5 A. M., and the canteens in the evening. With 


the exception of the Lancashire Regiment, no means 
are provided for giving the men a hot bath. The 
doctor recommends as practical remedies that the 
chest be released from constraint and deep inspira- 
tions, followed by deep expirations, be practiced 
twice daily and the use of the spirometer each 
week. Hot baths should be provided to secure the 
proper functional activity of the skin and impure 
and -overheated air and overcrowding avoided. 
Finally, the effects of good and bad habits upon 
health should be explained to the men to secure 
their co-operation. 








CAPTAIN CoRNELIUS GARDENER, 19th U. 8. Infan- 
try, read an interesting paper on “ Military Discip- 
line and Nationa] Defence” at Detroit April 29, be- 
fore the 4th Regiment, Michigan State Guards. At 
tbe conclusion of his paper he gave his audience the 
following sensible advice: “Continue with us in do- 
ing your duty even if without hope for the present 
of appreciation or reward. Strive constantly for 
greater perfection and stricter discipline. To the 
privates [| would say, remember that the position of 
your officer isa difficult one. Do not take offence 
at the actions of an officer who corrects you in the 
line of duty. Especially in camp treat them as a 
private soldier should his officer, without having to 
be told about it. This you would be obliged to do 
in active service. If you have a good officer, a man 
who improves his company by strict discipline and 
attention to duty, endeavor to keep bim, even if he 
is unpopular with some of you. It is difficult to be 
popular and do one’s duty at the same time. Good 
officers are scarce, good fellows plentiful. In this 
whole matter I would say, whatever is worth doing 
at all is worth doing well.” 





Tae New York Times says: “The United States 
Government is the largest user of typewriters in the 
world. Upward of 2,000 Remingtons are employed 
in the several departments at Washington, and per- 
haps one-fifth as many of other different kinds, 
making a grand total of nearly 2,500, and the Rem- 
ington Company is constantly receiving requisitions 
from the Government for additional machines. The 
Remington has been adopted also for Government 
use in England, France, Germany, Russia, Canada, 
Australia, and, indeed, in nearly every country in 
the world.” An obscure manufacturer of type- 
writers, who is said to have a political “pull” 
through one of the New York Senators, bas suc- 
ceeded in securing an order for typewriters from 
the Government, but other machines have approved 
themselves by experience and it would seem to be 
unwise to select any but the best. 








WE are giad to see that the House Naval Commit- 
tee has presented a favorable report on the bill to 
place Lewis R. Hamersly on the retired list of 
the Navy with the rank of Captain. We learn that 
the Secretary of the Navy made a very strong 
recommendation in favor of thisaction. Mr. Ham- 
ersly resigned from the Marine Corps in 1869 ata 
time when disability would have authorized his re- 
tirement. He has continued in association since 
then with the Services, and is well known to 
the Army ani Navy through the useful Service 
publications with which his name is identified. 








Tue “High Private,” published at Fort Assinni- 
boine, gives under the heading, ‘*“fhat Bobtailed 
Discharge,’’ some good advice in which we heartily 
concur. The author says: “ A discharge without a 
character is a poor, very poor possession. My boy 
do not leave the Army wearing a ‘bob-tail.’ It 
does not look well. It won't even keep the flies off. 
It attracts a good deal of unfavorable attention 
and comment. Itis neither useful nor ornamental. 
Make a good record in the Army and it will help 
you all the days of your life.” 








In their report against the bill to restore Com- 
mander Glass to his former relative position on the 
Navy list the House Naval Committee says: *Se- 
curity of tenure of rank is essential to good dis- 
cipline and efficiency, and no bill should be allowed 
to pass which has a tendency to in any respect im- 
pair that security.”” This basa bearing upon the 
question of the passage of the Outhwaite bill, but 
Congress as a body may look at the matter differ- 
ently from this particular committee. 








DEFICIENCY estimates aggregating $131,176 have 
been submitted to Congress by the Secretary of 
War. The principal item is $129,014 for Army 
transportation. The Navy Department has asked 
for $44,251 to meet deficiencies for coal, pay and 
contingent expenses by the various bureaus.

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GovERNos's IsLAND disclaims the honor awarded 
toit by some of the daily papers of being the military 
post which furnished the discharged soldier who 
recently raised a check paid him on final statements 
by Major Keefer from $78.44 to $878 44.

Coneress has again voted to reward Maj. F.C. 
Ainsworth, surgeon, for his efficient work in con- 
nection with the pension and record division of the 
War Department. As the bill is so framed this time 
as to avoid the objections which prompted President 
Harrison to veto it during the last Congress, it is ex- 
pected to receive Executive approval. Maj. Ains- 
worth will, of course, be nominated to the position 
created by the act, although not specifically named 
in the act, and will thus become a colonel in the U. 
8. Army with the full pay and allowances of that 
rank. In the discussion preceding the final passage 
of the bill by the House on Monday last many com- 
plimentary allusions were made to the splendid 
work performed by Maj. Ainsworth, the following 
remarks by Mr. Stone, of Kentucky, being especi- 
ally commendatory: “‘{ want to say, in behalf of the 
officer in charge of this division, that it is the best 
organized, best conducted service in the Govern- 
ment of the United States at Washington. There is 
no trouble in finding there the record of any soldier 
who bad a record in the Federal Army. The records 
that are now in the War Department are being rap- 
idly destroyed, but Maj. Ainsworth has organized a 
system by which the records are being perfectly 
preserved and, as bas been said here, there will bea 
very large force of clerks discharged within a year."’ 
The bill was finally passed by a vote of one hun- 
dred and fifty-six against fifteen. The following is 
the text of the bill as it goes to the President for his 
action:

TuE House on May 2 passed the bill introduced by 
Mr. W. Bourke Cockran, of New York, to admit to 
American Register certain fast-sailing, foreign- 
built but American owned, steamships of not less 
than twenty knots speed. Concerning this bill 
Secretary Tracy said in aletter to the Committee 
on Commerce: “ From every point of view in which 
the United States or its citizens are interested this 
bill is advantageous. It will add certainly two 
steamships of the highest type now employed in 
ocean navigation to the American Merchant Mar- 
ine. It will enable the American owners of these 
vessels to sail them under the flag and papers and 
under the protection of their own country. It will 
stimulate American shipbuilding, for in order that 
ship owners may avail themselves of its benefits 
they are compelled to order American-built vessels 
of an aggregate tonnage equal to that benefited by 
theact. It is without doubt one of the most bene- 
ficial measures for the encouragement of American 
ship owning and American shipbuilding that has 
recently been brought forward. 

“The steamship City of Paris referred toin my 
Annual Report for 1889, and her sister ship City of 
New York, are among the vessels that the United 
States might acquire by the passage of this bill. 
When it is considered that these two extraordinary 
ships will, by this legislation, be virtually added to 
the Navy of the United States witbout cost; that the 
passage of the Act is a guarantee that other ships, 
equally fast and powerful, will be built, which the 
Government may likewise take advantage of in 
emergencies, the great importance of the measure 
in connection with the problem of naval defence in 
the United States cannot be overestimated, and I 
think it proper to state that although this bill in- 
volves the expenditure of no money in the Treas- 
ury, I consider it as second in importance only to 
the Naval Appropriation bill.” It is said than when 
a war with Chili threatened, it was proposed,to pur- 
chase the vessels named for immediate use, but un_ 
der the laws of Great Britain it is necessary that 
three weeks’ notice be given before a vessel may 
abandon the British flag. This time was too long for 
thie country to wait.

FIFTY-SECOND CONGRESS—FIRST SESSION. 


The Senate amendments to the Army appropria- 
tion bill occupied the attention of the House Mili- 
tary Comunttee on Tuesday Jast. A number of the 
amendments were concurred in, among them being 
the provision allowing officers temporarily absent 
on duty in the fleld commutation of quanteneel- 
lowing, post exchanges the use of public buildings 
or public transportation when not required. for 
other purposes, or the purchase of subsistence and 
quartermaster stores at same rates as officers are 
now allowed, and prohibiting the use of more than 
$60,009 from the fund for manufacture of armor for 
the salaries of civilian clerks in the Ordnance De- 
partment. There were a number of other minor 
amendments, principally changes in porasecte x 
concurred in. The important items still in dispute: 
and which will have to be adjusted in conference 
committee are those relating to extra pay to the 
regimental staff and aides to General o the 
reduction of paymasters and assignment of acting 
commussariés of subsistence and acting quarter- 
masters to ee J as acting paymasters, the question 
of transportation over bond aided roads and the- 
proviso giving the Secretary of War power to with- 
hold the pay of officers for payment of debts.

GEN. WHEATON AND COL. ANDREWS. 


Harper's Weekly for May 7 publishes excellent 
likenesses of Gen. Frank Wheaton and Col.jG.L.Av- 
drews, U. 8.

Of Gen. Wheaton the 
Weekly says: “Gen. Wheaton’s war record is an 
ample one, and the part that he played entitles bim 
to general recognition as a brave and gallant sol- 
dier. He will retire from active service in May, 
1897, and his late promotion is regarded by all his 
friends with satisfaction. The State of Rhode 
Island presented him with a sword of honor in July, 
1866, for bis services rendered during the war, ‘espe- 
cially at Opequan, Fisher's Hill and Middletown,’ 
where he particularly distinguished himself.” 

We may add that on the occasion of Gen. Wheat- 
on’s promotion the enlisted men of the 21 U. S. In- 
fantry presented him with a gold watch, accom- 
panying it with suitable resolutions, and a lettcr 
was read from ral’s old Rhode Island regi- 








the Gene 
ment, congratulating him upon his promotion and 
saying: “ Looking upon you, as we do to-day, as 
the representative Rhode Island veteran soldier, we 
feel that our collective service has been recognized 
in some measure, as well as your own distinguished 
merit, and we ttherefore feel the greatest satisfac- 
tion. The odds that were pitted against our dear 
little State in the struggle for this position adds 
greatly to the luster and value of the prize, now 
that it is obtained.” 

Of Col. Andrews, late of the 25th Inf., Chaplain T. 
G. {Steward writes that he took formal leave of 
the 25th in Fort Missoula April 18. “The occasion 
was one of upusual interest, and the military cere- 
movies, though hrief, were very appropriate apd 
significant. . The scene was deeply affecting, ar d 
many eves were moistened as the real farewell came, 
Mapy an old soldier wept as he shook the hand of his 
old commander. Nor was theColonel himself en- 
tirely unmoved. More than once his emotions over- 
came bim. Indeed, real tears were shed by botb of- 
ficersand soldiers. It was a beautiful sight to see 
these men clad in the parapbernel'a of war, harden- 
ed by years of service and discipline, giving way to 
the finer feelings of their nature, and men'‘festing a 
friendship as tender and rich as can be found any- 
where in Americanlife. . . .” 

“Almost exactly one-third of his life has been 
spent with the regiment. What a world of meaning 
was there in the words when, on receiving the final 
affectionate salute of the officers of his command, 
with choked utterance and eyes filled with tears, he 
said, ‘That is all, gentlemen!’ A typical American 
gentleman and soldier, a useful object-lesson for the 
youth of the nation, his name holds a just place 
among those fittingly honored by a grateful Gov- 
ernment.”
